A BATTIIE ENSUES. 


The Revolutionists Meet the Gov- 
ernment Troops in Battle. 


ST. LOUIS, July 19.—A special dis- 
patch from Mattamoras, Mexico, aajs: 
"A private express from the Soleoino 
ranch which reached here to day stated 
that Adolfo Gouzals and Tapia, the rev- 
olutionary chiefs, with sixty men, learn- 
ing that Col. Praejadis CavajoB had but 
twenty-five men with him at Encieniada, 
left to give him battle. 
Last evening it 
was reported that they had met the com- 
bined forces of Colonels Cavajos and 
Herandez, 126 strong, and had been sig- 
nally defeated with a heavy loss in killed 
and wounded. 
Pedro Davila, Adolfo 
Goniales and Tapia, with many of their 
followers are prisoners and all the ban- 
dits with the revolutionists being killed 
as soon as captured. 
There has been no 
reports as to the loss among the troops. 
Part of the revolutionists haye taken 
refuge in an American cut-off above 
Banta Maria." 


T H E ANARCHISTS TRIAL. 


A Wounded Officer Describes t h e 


Scene 
of t h e H a y Market 
Horror. 


CMIOAGO, 
July 19.—Judge Gtery's 
court room was crowded this morning 
when the first witness, Lieutenant Stan- 
ton, one of the officers wounded at Hay 
Market, was placed upon the stand. 
The witness described in detail the 
events of the night of May 4th, and was 
asked concerning the two wounds he re- 
ceived. 
He saw the bomb in she air, 
heard the hissing of the fuse, which was 
about two inches long, saw the missile 
after it it struck the ground and to the 
best of his belief, it was about the 
size of his two fists put together. 


Officer H. I. Kruger, of Lieutenant 
Btut's company was tbe next witness. 
He heard a voice say: 
"Here comes 
the bloodhounds," and thought that this 
remark was by the speaker who was ad- 
dressing the meeting. 
Heard Freiden 
say, "We are peacable" I saw him draw 
a revolver and I am sure he fired two 
shots. 
He took aim behind a wagon. I 
returned his fire, then he started into 
the crowd and I shot at him again. I 
saw him limp off." Officer Jna Wess- 
ler corroborates this witness. 


A Steamer Ashore. 


NEW BBDPOKD, Mass., July 19.—The 
steamer "Gate City," commanded by 
Captain Hedge, of the Boston and Sa- 
vannah steamship line, while on a pas- 
sage from Savannah to Boston, went 
ashore on the south side of the I<3land of 
Nashua in Vineyard sound last evening 
in a thick fog and now lies in about fif- 
teen feet of water. 
Most of the passen- 
gers have been removed. 


Suicide of a Military Officer. 
NEW YOBK, July 19.—Captain Gulian 
Yehlanck Weir, commanding battery M. 
fiifth artillery, Fort Hamilton, commit- 
ted suicide last evening by shooting him- 
self through the head. 
He had been 
suffering from bronchial affection and is 
supposed to have bad some mental aber- 
ration.

A n Attractive Spot for Summer 


Tourist—Its 
Present 


Appearance. 


Of all the quaint and picturesque towns 
which mark the sites chosen by the early 
settlers of America, one of the most ancient 
and conservative ia appearance is certainly 
Portsmouth, N. H. Situated as it is. in an 
archipelago of hilly islands, it might have 
become one of the leading ports of entry but 
for the tremendous fogs, which have thrown 
a wet blanket on it as a commercial port 
It certainly got an early enough start, for it 
was settled in 1623, and no town on the coast 
possessed greater natural advantages for a 
settlement 
Tbe numerous islands a^d sur- 
rounding country are fertile, 
whne the 
waters of tbe innumerable creeks and inlets, 
worming their way inland from the sea, 
wePB alive with fish. 


SPINET IN BOOM OF WBNTWOBTH HOUSS. 
Oue of the earliest of the blue blood set- 
tlers was William Wentworth, a baronet. 
In 1639 he, with others, signed a "combina- 
tion for a governmeat at Exeter, N. H.," and 
from that time until the revolution he or 
his direct descandants held the political l i n e s 
of the CDlony. 
For being too active p o l i t - 
ically one of the members of the family was 
beheaded for treason during George IIPs 
reign. A i>ortion of the old Wentworth man- 
sion still stands, and it was here that Gov- 
ernor Wentworth and Martha Hilton (im- 
mortaliz3d by Longfellow in his "Lidy Went- 
worth") were married. 
The parlor in which 
the ceremony took place remains unaltered« 
Most of the original pieces of furniture are 
yet in their places. 
In an interior room, ap- 
purtenancad as a private arsenal, still hang 
the 
massive 
flintlock 
blunderbusses and 
other weapons of early warfara From here 
a door opens to the governor's council cham- 
ber. Th'j walls of this famous apartment 
are covered with colonial bric-a-brac, in- 
cluding the anc jstral warming pan. Adjoin- 
ing this apartment is tbe billiard and musia 
room, in which is the old-fashioned piano, 
or spinet, as it was then called. 


OLD CHTTBCH, 1701. 


This old manse of the Wentworths must 
be standing, or at least a portion of it, for a 
century and a half. An earlier settlement, 
though, than Portsmouth was made about 
nine miles from here on the Isle of Shoals. 
It was there that Capt. John Smith first set 
loot in making his early explorations, and 
the little seagirt neighborhood, treeless and 
almost verdureless, holds many traces of 
that ambitious man, besides the odd little 
monument erected there to his memory. 
Strange as it may seem, this bleak group of 
islands, t-oon after its discovery, 
became 
rapidly peopled, and it is affirmed that 500in- 
habitants oiica had existence thera 
If one 
can take rec^ird from the shapes resembling 
graves, rudely marked by the rough island 
stones, the statement can't seem erroneous, 
but it appears in a different light when we 
wonder where the 500 found foothold at one 
and the same time, when now there seems 
scant soil for their graves. 


The old stone church, erected in 1701, is 
one of the most appropriate monuments of 
the paat. 
It contains records of all the 
early land grant:;, the census, etc., besides 
mention of the struggle to convert and 
educate the Indians, the perils of the 
colonial wars, and other facts that seem 
to us of this age as legendary as our fairy 
stories. 
At the breaking out of the revolu- 
tion the inhabitants fled to the mainland for 
protection, an 1 but few of the families ever 
returned to make the islands their place of 
abode. 


THE OLD BLOCK HOUSE 


On the movement of the settlement farther 
from the sea the p>eople prepared to protect 
themselves ,rom both encroachments of the 
Indians and from foreign invaders, so that 
the defensive institutions of early Ports- 
mouth were both numerous and ample, and 
many old earthworks yet remain. 
These, 
however, are less attractive than the old 
stone and mortar ones—McClary and Con- 
stitution. 
McClary tops a jutty promi- 
nence ol Kittery point, and dates back 200 
years. 
TUe old block house—rebuilt for its 
preservation in 1845—^is a point of no light 
interest. It was a model of protection in its 
day, built with a projecting uppar 
story 
with loopholes arranged so that the garrison 
could fire down on the enemy in case of an 
attack, but now merely an aesthetic finish 
for the modem fort at its base. 


Portsmouth possesses, beside all this, the 
dUlwt newspaper In the United States, called 


The New Hampshire Gazette, established in 
1756i 
Its excellent harbor was early recog- 
niied, on account of the neighboring timber, 
as a site for ship building. In 1090 the Falk- 
land, fifty-four guns, was ordered built here 
b j the British government 
Tbe Ranger, 
eighteen guns, Capt Paul Jones, was also 
built here, under an order from the Con- 
tinental coogress. 
E!ven now it possesses a 
floating balance dry dock that cost our gov- 
ernment about $1,000,000. 


All told, there are few places on the conti- 
nent that contain so many relics or subjects 
for reminiscences, nor is more worthy of 
visit by the summer tourist 


WILLIAM GILDEB, journalist, Arctic 
voyager, and brother of the editor of 
the Century, 
ia peculiarly interesting 
just now, writM a New York corre- 
spondent. H e s about to set out again 
in search of tWNorth Pole. He pro- 
poses to do it on his own hook. He 
asks no one to go with him, and he 
.starts from this city entirely alone. 
Gilder may be theoretical, but he is 
also eminently practicaL 
No man has 
had more experience in Arctic regions, 
and certainly no man has ever learned 
more by such experience. He spent 
two years with Schwatka in King Will- 
iam's Land in search of relics of the 
Franklin expedition, and he was on the 
Eogers when she was burned while she 
was seeking the Jeannette. He went 
across Siberia alone in the dead of win- 
ter, and telegraphed the first news of 
the destruction of the vessel to Ameri- 
ca. 
Gilder bases all his hopes of suc- 
cess on the Esquimaux. 
He lived with 
them on terms of perfect equality for 
two years, and he knows them thor- 
oughly. He adopted their habits while 
living with them, eating walrus blub- 
ber, rubbing his body with oil and go- 
ing for months without washing him- 
self. The pores of the skin were thus 
kept closed, and he bad no difficulty in 
keeping warm. 
The Esquimaux are 
kind, tractable, and exceeding hospit- 
able. By adopting their suggestions 
and following their advice. Gilder and 
Schwatka traveled 3,251 miles in one 
isledge journey. The party withstood 
the lowest temperature ever experi- 
enced by explorers in the field. For 
sixteen days the thermometer was over 
100 degrees below the freezing point. 
The party relied for food upon the ex- 
ertions of the Esquimaux, and lived 
exclusively 
upon 
Esquimaux 
fare. 
Gilder 
became 
acclimated, and he 
speaks enthusiastically of his friends 
and 
associates 
among the tribes. 
His plan of operations is startling but 
plausible. He proposes to take with 
him 1,000 rounds of ammunition for 
breech-loaders and magazine guns and 
a small supply of rum and tobacco. 
He intends to take a passage on a 
Baffin's Bay whaler and land on King 
William's Land, where he will winter 
with the Esquimaux whom he left six 
years ago. 
He is satisfied that by 
the opening of the next summei- he 
could organize a party who would be 
willing to follow him to Greenland in 
search 
of the 
pole; 
Lieutenant 
Lockwood, of Greely's party, 
went 
within 400 miles 
of 
the 
pole. 
He had no Esquimaux 
with him. 
Gilder is confident that with hi^ tribe 
of Innuits he could reach the pole and 
return in eighty days from Greely's 
camp, 
He places his expenses at not 
more than $4,000. 
No more startling 
purpose in the way of exploration has 
been conceived since John Ledyard 
started to walk from Now York to the 
Cape of Good Hope by the way of 
Behring's Str&its. 


THE man who probably claims the 
distinction of being the northernmost 
editor in the world is the printer and 
Esquimau poet, L. Moller, who edits 
the illustrated Esquimau paper, Atua- 
gagliutit, 
published at Godthaab, a 
Danish colony on the west coast of 
Greenland, 64 degrees north latitude. 
This enterprising journalist joined the 
exploration of the interior of Green- 
land in order to be able to supply his 
paper with illustrated reports of the 
journey. 
Nordenskiold gives a portrait 
of Moller in his recently publishel 
work on Greenland, and the face looks 
remarkably 
intelligent 
and good- 
natured. 
His sketches, too, show con- 
siderable talent, being vivid and true 
to nature. The Esquimau editor is 
evidently an interesting man. 


DANIEL R. ABNOLD is the station 
agent at Pawtucket. 
Recently the 
clerks and freight hands went to his 
office in a body, and the spokesman 
began a speech about the strikes out 
West and the relations of employers 
ftnd employed, and was going on when 
Mr, Arnold very sternly and impa- 
tiently said: "State your grievance."

Joe Jefferson at His Southern Home—An 
Easily Amused Public — Thomas 
Doggett—Stage Gossip.

A reporter who leaned over the desk 
in the Windsor rotmida was told that 
the "very English" young man loimg- 
ing near him was Mr. Frank Griffin, 
half-brother of Miss Mary Anderson, 
the actress. He is a tall, slender young 
man, possibly 22 years of age, and in 
appearance not at all unlike Mr. 
Forbes - Eobertson, Miss Anderson's 
leading man, as he looks when ofiF the 
stage. 
He is tall and very slight,wear- 
ing his black hair rather long, and hav- 
ing a long face, a slender, aqniline 
nose, and a pair of burning black eyes. 
Mr. Griffin talked about Miss Anderson 
much as other brothers talk about their 
siiiters. 


"Has Miss Anderson bought a ranch 
in Colorado, Mr. Griffin?" asked the 
reporter. 


"O! no indeed," replied Mr. Griffin. 
"What an absurd idea! Now what 
would Mamie want with a ranch, I 
should like to know ?" (this with a long 
English drawl). "I presume that the 
wiseacres say that Mamie is buying the 
ranch, but it isn't the case. 
Why, I'm 
buying it myself, at least the 'Gov- 
ernor' is buying it for me, and it will 
be just the same as mine. 
Mamie has 
promised herself now to leave the stage 
for a year—retire, rest, and all that 
sort of thing, you know—^but I don't be- 
lieve she will.

I tell you she made a big fight for 
her success. She went on the stage 
when she had never had but ten les- 
sons, and worked herself up without 
much help. 
She is very industrious." 


"Has she any decided tastes outside 
of her profession?" 


"She plays very well; that is all she 
does, I believe." 


"Miss Anderson is very religious, is 
she not?" 


"Well, I should say she is," ejacu- 
lated Mr. Griffin. 
"All the family are 
afflicted with that malady except me." 


"Seriously speaking, why don't Miss 
Anderson have any lovers?" 


"Well, you see," said the young man, 
"Mamie never will look at a man unless 
he is twice the age of Methusaleh. No 
man would ever attract her unless he 
were some dusty old bookworm. She 
thinks all young men are necessarily 
fools. 
No, I think it would be impos- 
sible for Mamie to love any man." 


"Miss Anderson is still young, is she 
not?" 


"Mamie is 27 years old, and looks 
her age, every day of it. 
She has 
been on the stage eleven years, and has 
worked hard, as I said a minute ago.—

Doggett. 


This actor, who was before the public 
from 1691 to 1712, was bom in Castle 
street, Dublin, in 1670. He made his 
first theatrical attempt in his native 
city, but not meeting with much en- 
couragement there, he came to England 
and joined a traveling company, from 
which he soon removed to London and 
established himself at Drury Lane. His 
admirable performance of Solon in 
Tom D'Urfey's "Marriage-Hater" first 
brought him into 
notice. Qongreve 
wrote for him the parts of Fondle- 
wife in "The Old Bachelor" and Ben 
in "Love for Love." 
When the new 
theater in Lincoln's Inn Fields was 
built and opened under the auspices of 
Betterton, 
Doggett withdrew 
from 
Drury Lane. He was a partner with 
Wilks and Cibber in Drury Lane, at 
which theater he acquired a great repu- 
tation. 
Although not a handsome 
man, his countenance was animated 
and agreeable. 
Tony Aston describes 
him as a little, lively, spract man." 
Colley Cibber says that as an actor he 
was the most original, and the strictest 
observer of nature, of all his con- 
temporaries. 
"He borrowed from none 
of them; his manner was his own; he 
was a pattern to others, whose great 
merit was that they had sometimes 
tolerably imitated him." In dressing a 
character to the utmost exactness he 
could be remarkably skillful; the least 
article of whatever 
habit he wore 
served in some degree to speak and 
mark the different humor he presented. 
A particular account of his dress in the 
part of Money trap in "The Con* 
ledariMiy*'has beon reporded, 
film 


admirable representation of an old de- 
bauched usurer, he is said to have worn 
a threadbare, black coat, to which he 
had put new cuffs, pocket-lids, and but- 
tons on purpose to make the rustiness 
of the coat the more apparent; the neck 
was stuffed to make him appear round- 
shouldered and give his head the greater 
prominence; and his square-toed shoes 
were large enough to buckle over those 
he generally -i^ore so that his legs ap- 
peared much smaller than usual. He 
could be extremely ridiculous without 
stepping into the least impropriety to 
do so. His greatest success was in 
characters taken from low life. In the 
singing of humorous songs he had no 
competitor, and, says Aston, "he danced 
the 'Cheshire boards' full as well as the 
famous Captain George."

EXPRESS ROBBERII8. 


How the Famous Trial in Fort ' 
Wayne was Won. 


Cincinnati Enquirer-.—^^HhaX expr^a 
robbery is as^much a mystery as ever," 
remarked Mr. J. C. Stainton, agent of 
the United States Express company "and 
as far as I know the company has never 
obtained a clue to the missing $10,000. 
The suit which the Van Wert bank has 
brought against us may bring something 
to light. It is to be hoped that the com - 
pany will not lose this case, as it did in 
the celebrated Bluffton case, where $5,- 
000 was lost between the First National 
bank of this city and the Bluffton, Ind., 
bank, tried at Fort Wayne, to which it 
was consigned. In that case judgment 
was given against the company because 
a young man at Muncie, Ind., who 
handled the package, could not account 
for a rather large sum of money which 
he was known to have invested about the 
time the $5,000 was lost. 
His name was 
Ritchie, and he was the transfer man at 
Muncie. 
He did not have the package 
in his possession five minutes, and the 
company knew that he could not have 
tampered with it if he had wanted to, 
but on the trial it was proved that he 
had been investing money in rather 
larger sums than he was supposed to 
possess, and when he was put upon the 
witness-stand he could not tell where the 
money came from. This suspicious cir- 
cumstance was sufiicient for the jury and 
a judgment was given in favor of the 
bank. It was not until several years 
afterward when a settlement had been 
made with the bank that Ritchie told 
how he got the money. 
He had a 
^riend. a rich young fellow about Muncie, 
who was very much embarrassed by the 
importunities of a young girl whom he 
had wronged. She demanded repara- 
tion by marriage, and he, not wishing to 
make such an alliance, went to Ritchie 
and asked him to arrange a settlement. 
The expressman assented, and, after 
several visits to the girl, [^assured his 
friend tnat the best terms he could ob- 
tain were $3,000 cash. After some hesi- 
tation the rich young man assented to a 
compromise on that basis, and turned 
over the $3,000 to Ritchie, who it seems 
handed over $600 to the girl and pocketed 
the difference. When he was called 
upon to explain where he got the mon^ 
which he had been investing, he could 
not do so without betraying his own per- 
fidy and at the same time exposing his 
friend, who had, since the settlement 
with the girl, married a most estimable 
young lady. 
Thus his trickery was the 
cause of the company losing the suit."

It certainly got an «arly enough ttart, for i 
was settled in 1623, and no town on the coart 
possessed greater natural advantages for I 
settlement The numerous islands and sur- 
rounding country are fertile, whne th 
waters of the innumerable oreeks and inlets, 
worming their way inland from the §ea, 
were alive with fish. 


BPIKBT IN ROOM OP WEKTWOKTH HOUSE. 
Oue of the earliest of the blue blood set- 


tlers was William Wantworth, a baronet. 
In 1630 he, with others, signed a "combina- 
tion for a government at Exeter, N. H.," anc 
from that timo until tho revolution he or 
fat* direct descandants hold the political linen 
of the colony. For being too active polit- 
ically one of the members of the family was 
behoadod for treason during George IITs 
reign. A portion of the old "Wuutwurth man- 
sion still stands, and it was here that Gov- 
ernor WentwortU and Martha Hilton (im- 
mortalized by Longfellow in his "LidyWent- 
worth")' wore married. The parlor in which 
the ceromony took place remains unaltered.

How the Famous Trial In Fort 


Wayne was Won. 


Cincinnati Enquirer:—"That express 


robbery is as.muoh a mystery as over," 
remarked Mr. J. C. Stainton, agent of 
the United States Express company "and 
an far as I know the company has never 
obtained a olnc to the missing $10,000. 
Tho suit which the Tan Wert bank has 
brought against us may bring something 
to liglit. It is to be hoped that the com - 
pany will not lose this case, as it did in 
the celebrated Blnffton case, where go,. 
000 was lost between the First National 
bank of this city and the Blnffton, Ind., 
bank, tried at Fort Wayne, to which it 
was consigned. .In that case judgment 
was given against the company because 
a young man at Munoie, Ind., who 
handled the package, could not account 
for a rather large sum of money which 
he was known to have invested about the 
time the $5,000 was lost. His name was . 
Ritchie, and he was the transfer man at 
Muncie. He did not have the package 
in his, possession five minutes, and the 
company knew that he could not have 
tampered with it if ho had wanted to, 
but on the trial it was proved that he 
had been investing money in rather 
larger sums than he was supposed to 
possess, and when he was put upon the 
witness-stand he could not tell where tho 
money came from. This suspicious cir- 
cumstance was sufficient for the jury and 
a judgment-was given in faTor of the 
bank.
